Rfrict supprr.' -lion of vice and e'nm- 
hlinfr is a prrsainf; necessity in Cleve- 
Innd to help aclilGve control over 
rrin raclieteertug and otiier law- 
Jpssncss.

Nesa said he had ordered the be-

"Exprrlcncc has shown that cities 
■Rliich have the lid most tlphtly on 
ha%'o tlie least crln'.o," he said. "My 
opinion also is that when you deal 
with gamblers and vice joint opor- 
etors you are dealing with all kinds 
of crime, since men who live by 
lawless means at some time or other 
perpetrate all kinds of lawlessness 
or permit its perpetration." 

The safety director spoke before 
a class at the college on problems 
if his department. His address was 
the first of a series by Cleveland 
public men on munl<!ipal problemi. 



DUrlaima Moral Grounds. I 

Ness dlsi-laimed the usual moral J 
Krnundfl on which safety directors 
and marors have based sporadic 
cruKsdes against Kambling. vice and 
crime. 

"It Is debatable, for Instnncc, 
whether frainhling Is morally wrong, 
tut from the policing standpoint you 
have an entirely different picture," 
he said. "I am Inclined to be lib- 
eral In my views of amusements 
and I do not want to intrude my 
opinions on olliers. but as a safety 
ditcrtor I must rPi:ogni7.e every 
thing wliicli contributes to a law- 
k.s.s .situation. By thai I mean major 
crimp.

"A policeman must be able to do 
police work without having to find

comes across In his work. His Job 
is complicated enough without that." 

Ness "aid gambling and vice sup- 
pression was a particular neces.sity 
in Cleveland because of the small- 
ness of the police force. Every 
member of the department \vHn need- 
ed more than In other riliea where 
forces are ^renter, he said. 

As nn ln.'<lnnra of corruption at 
work In a municipality, Nesa told of ' 
llsli Muic In on a tclcphnnc to Inslriic- 
liiiiM Ifum I 111' hcadqunrtprs of Ralph 
Capone. hrother of Al Capone. in a 
Kmnll town out.sl<le Chicago. He 
found that Capone was working with 
I two candidates for office, although 
one wn^ backed by reform forces 
and one was an out-and-out Capone 
cnnoionte. 

Ncsg al.so said Cleveland was "not 
in bad shape as far as one kind of 
crime Is concerned, robberies and 
holdups and things like that."

It was' also learned 
that this "cruiser" drove past the above mentioned address and reported 
back to the Detective Bureau that there were no hotises in the 4400 block 
on TTest 172nd Street* No further investigation was made by the said 
detectives to determine whether the address givai by the stranger covild 
possibly have been wrong and he could possibly have meant 171st Street, 
instead, but th^ satisfied themselves with making no further inquiry. 

Upon obtaining the information above noted from^^ 
it gradually dawned upon the detective headquarters at 01 
there was a possibility that the unknown individual whose name they had 
not even bothered to secure might perhaps have been referring to 4419

ing been obtained from^/K//////ff &b early as 8:00 P.M. on September 
5, 1934, no further investigation was made at 4419 West 171st Street 
until 4:00 A .M. on Septenfcer ^, 1954, id ien a squad car, under the

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It i3 particularly desirable to point out the extreme importance 
that would have been attached to this investigatiwiha^iyjeffl^^^^^^ 
conducted at the proper time.

/chart". This was later turned over to Agents and it was run out and

' Karpis-Barker gang at the time they robbed the money truck in South 

St. Paul, llinnesota on August 30, 1955. 



There was also found in this house a set of fingerprints which 
had been taken from a wanted notice. These fingerprints were later 
identified as being those of Fred>l6arker and had been placed on a wanted 
circular issued by the Sheriff's Office at West Plains, Missouri, 
requesting the apprehension of Fred Barker as being implicated in the 
murder of Sheriff C. R^el]y- at Vest Plains, Ulssouri on Decenjber 19, 
1951. 

It will readily be seen that "had the appropriate investigation 
gone forward, based upon the splepdid information T*liich vras furnished 
by the \inknown informant, the apprehension of the KarpisnBarker gang 
meniters would have been expedited to a degree ndiich it is impossible 
to calculate and a troaendous saving in money would have been effected.

In this connection, Dolores'^lan'y advised 
that about 11»00 P.M. on the night of September 5, 1934, Harry^ampbell, 
Fred Barker and ''Doc''i'fearker came to the house occupied by Delaney and 
Karp is.

fhad been arrested at the Cleveland Hotel 
ror causing some distvirbance; that .Earpis then ordered Dolores Delaney i 
to go into the living room and act as a lookout; that Harzy Campbell and ^ 
"Doc" Barker laid down to get some sleep, idiile Pred Barker and Alvin 
Karpis talked privately; that about an hour or so later, Karpis and Fred 
Barker went out of the hovise, returning within about forty-five minutes, 
stating that there were "cops" and squad cars all around Pred Barker's 
house. Dolores Delaney stated that she continued to maintain her watch 
imtil about 4t30 A.M., September 6, 1934, iihen she observed two police 
squad cars drive slowly past the house, from which it appeared that the 
officers were observing the said house; that Delaney immediately called 
Alvin, advising him of what she had seen; that they then packed and the 
said parties departed from Cleveland, Dolores Delaney later meeting Alvin 
Karpis in Toledo, Ohio.

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VHHHjpl^ tlpped-off the subjects that the women had been arrested. 
H^xHBOTadvised that the unknoim officer had telephoned to another

relating that some of the women had been arrested at Cleveland; that aa 
soon as police learned their identities, someone from the police department 
went to one of the addresses which had been given by these women and warned 
them to get out of town; that the gang abandoned the house about five or 
ten minutes prior to the arrival of squad cars. 

Referring to the close association between meidsers of the Earpis- 
Barker gang and Arthur and Clarence *^ebebrand and James "Shimny"^atton, 
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operators of the Harvard Club at Cleveland, Ohio, inveatigations by the 
Bureau have never shown exactly and in detail the manner in which this 
acquaintance was developed. Investigation has disclosed, however, as 70U 
know, that Charles J. Fitzgerald was a member of the Karpis-Barker gang, 
We have learned that during the early summer of 1934, Fitzgerald visited 
with Cassius ^cDonald at Detroit, Michigan. Fitzgerald has admitted that 
he has known McDonald since 1924, irfien he first entered illicit traffic 
in liquor. It is safe, therefore, to assume that members of the Karpis- 
Barker gang became acquainted with Casslus McDonald through Fitzgerald. 
Investigation has shown that McDonald was intimately associated with 
Hebebrand and Patton. The investigation in Cuba and Miami, Florida, dis- 
closed that McDonald corresponded with Hebebrand and Patton, therefore, in 
all probability, members of the Karpis-Barker gang became acquainted with 
Hebebrand and Patt<» and the Harvard Cliib through Casslus McDonald. 

Zou have been advised that Jolm^rock, of Tulsa, Oklahoma, was 
apprehended by!>Post Office Inspectors in connection with the'ljarrettsville . , 
^mall robbeiy idiich occurred on Movenber 7, 1935*. Brock has furnished a 
great deal of information to Post -Qffice Inspectors, much of which Agents 
have been able to obtain from such Inspectors. John Brock has advised that 
James "Shimny" Patton and Arthur Hebebrand formerly financed various Jobs 
for Karpis and that at such times as Karpis visited Cleveland he contacted 
these two individuals. He further stated that Karpis arranges his Toledo 
contacts throu^ an ex-prize filter who is employed at the Harvard Club, 
the name of this individual being "SmolQr" Sharkegri^Wdon^ 

Indicative of the close friendship existing between Fred Barker and 
Hebebrand and Patton Is the fact that on November Z6, 1934, idille Fred 
Barker was living at Lake Weir, Florida, he wired a dozen roses from Ocala, 
Florida to "Art'-^eavebrandt and James/Paxon, c/o of the Harrard Club, 559 
Harvard Avenue, Cleveland, Ohio. In wiring these flowers. Barker used the 
name of "T, cJ^lackbTsm". It is interesting to note that when Arthur 
Hebebrand was lat^ interviewed, he stated he recalled receiving flowers 
from Ocala, Florida from a party named "Blackburn" but that he had no idea 
as to the identity of the sender. 

Referring further to the close assoc iation between meniber s of the • 
Karpis-Barker gang and Hebebrand and Patton, ^mUfmUhas advised that o7c^ 
Alvln Karpis on one occasion informed him that he, Karpis, had been offered 
a proposition by certain gamblers In Cleveland iriiereby he, Ksirpls, could 
purchase an interest in an International Slot Machine enterprise for $5,000; 
that this syndicate had been negotiating with several large gambling 
Eyndlcates in Europe for the purpose of establishing sl^t madilnes; that 
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Karpls further stated that these men wanted him, Karpls, to travel to 
Europe and -assist in the negotiations* Karpis at that time informed , 
^1^0 that he, Karpis, was enthusiastic about this proposition and that lo 
he wanted to hv^ an interest at that time, but that the syndicate would 
not accept ransom moneor, which at that time was all he could offer them. 

With further reference to this matter, Karpis advisedHj^mithat 

as soon as he, Karpis, was successful in changing portions of tn^ranso m 
mon^, he would retiim to Cleveland and contact these people. fHH|H| i 
^HHpwent on to relate that Karpis had particular reference t<^Sthitt 
Hebebrand and James "Shimmy" Patton and stated that Karpis had Implicit 
faith in both of these individxials, inasmuch as tft^y were the ones wfap 
Lipped him off in regard to the contemplated yaid }i^ ft place afteff 

v/ere arrested in Cleveland. 

ler stated that it was his understanSTing that the premises 
occupied by Karpis and others in Cleveland were obtained through these 
individuals; that Arthxsr Hebebrand is reported to have an interest In a 
large real estate concern in Cleveland whldi bears his name. 

Referring to th^Intemational Slot Machine racket, investigation 
has disclosed that W. Jyf Mitchell, motioned hereinbefore. Clarence 
Hebebrand, a brother of Arthur Hebebrand, and William F.fPergus, did, in 
fact, go abroad together in July of 1935 and it is known definitely that 
these individuals visited Bumanla and Poland and in fact did establish 
certain slot machines in Rumania idiich were later withdrawn by virtue of 
the Rumanian government ^8 disapproval. 

On Januaxv 10, 1936, the Prosecutor's Office of CiQrahoga County, 
Ohio, raided the harvard Cldb, The Bureau has made no independent investi- 
gation ccmceming this raid, but clippings , from the Januaxy U, 1936 issue 
of the/cieveland Press discloses that JohnJ^ulzman, Sheriff of Cuyahoga 
Coimty, took no part in the raidj that the County Prosecutor enlisted the 
cooperation and aid of twenty-five private detectives and armed with search 
warrants endeavored to serve such warrants at the Harvard Club. Th^ were 
met with forcible resistance, however, b7 Jimmy Patton, who threatened to 
"mow down" the raiding party with machine guns and held the raiding party 
at bay for six hours, during iHaieh tine all the ganliling equipment at the 
Harvard Club was moved away by trucks. It was finally necessary for the 
Safety Director of Cleveland to proceed to the Harvard Club, located Just 
outside the city limits, with a party of policemen to gain entrance to 
the Club. This action was necessaiy because the Sheriff, vdien called by 
the Prosectctor's raiding party for aid, refused to send assistance, even 
thovigh his office was notified that the Prosecutor's i^aiding party had been 
threatened with machine guns. It is evident, therefore, that the pro- 
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prietors of the Harvard Club were doseJ^ connected with politicians and 
those In poiser in Cleveland. 

It is desired to point out particularly the "hard boiled" attitixde 
assumed by James "Shimmy" Patton, who threatened to "mow down" the raiding 
party. The newspapers setting forth this information are probably correct 
in the attitude idiich was assumed by Fatten as will be shown herein below. 
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at 4419 West ITlet Street was raided, there were found therein several pay- 
envelopes of the Noonan Detective Agenqy, for which reason a rather 
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extensive investigation was mexle concerning Frank J. Noonan. He has, 
however, at all times denied knowledge of the Karpis-Barker gang. He 
Is well acquainted with Arthur Hebebrand and James Fatten and has 
provided guards for the Harvard Club, to prevent holdups and thefts* 
He has stated that the following individuals are actively interested in 
the Harvard Cliib - BiUy Fergus; A. V. Hebebrand j William J. Mi tchell 
and Jam es "Shimmsr" Patton. Noonan advised former Specie 
JHjl^ft that he learned lihen^ 

^HHfewere arrested by the lliSVSiWa roxice, a police woman was locked 
u^aUi them in an effort to ascertain the identity of the women 

their connections in the city. He further stated that one | 

called at the Cleveland Police Department, reporting certain susplcTous 
people, later identified as Fred Barker and Alvin Karpis, and came back 
several days later, inquiring yihy nothing had been done about it, 
Noonan made the ptatement that the Police Department is divided between 
the administration and the antiadministratioa forces, that is, between 
the forces supporting the Uayor, Harry Davis,' and those opposed to him, 
and that in the future, if it becomes necessary for the Btireau to request 
any assistance from the Police Department in matters concerning this 
case, it would be advisable for the Bureau to first ascertain whether the 
officers assisting are on one side or the other* 

Ur. Nooaan intimated that the City, as well as the County, Is 
filled with graft and corruption; that the administration knows that 
gaii2)llng, prostitution and the like are going on unmolested and that the 
supporters of the administration will not make any moves tmtil the higher- 
ups in the administration's politics have been consulted. Ur. Noonan is 
quoted as follows: "Xou have undoubtedly heard that Toledo Invites this 
element, hell, if you have the right connections in this town, Toledo 
does not rm one, two, three ?dth Cleveland." By his own admissions, Mr, 
Noonan advised that if anyone goes to the police department or the city 
hall making inquiries about something in which he is Interested, he knows 
about It within ten minute after the Individual has left the building. 

The Cleveland Office has com^JLnto possession of an anonymous 
letter which was directed to Mr, J, M^^McGrath, who is the operator of 
a large detective agency in Cleveland. This letter is dated May 10, 
1930 and was undoubtedly written by some party connected with the 
Cleveland Police Department, because the closing sentence of the letter 
is stated as follows: "Some day when you are down in the department I 
will let you know idio wrote this, but \mder the conditions that are now 
existing In the Police Department I will Just have to remain your friend", 
signed "XZZ*, This letter alleges that Frank Noonan is now soliciting 
race track work through the aid of GideoiriBabshaw, the "biggest crook and 
durnnQT that was ever in the Police Deparbnent". The letter also alleges 
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"Rabshaw is telling the race track people that if they do not employ 
Moonan, Sheriff-ffianratty will not let them race. The reason of this 
is, that Rabshaw and Noonan and Joe^all are going 50-50 on the 
profits. When Rabshaw was in the Police Department and even now, as 
you know, he did not have a friend". "This Rabshaw has been double 
crossing Hanratty ever since he has been in office and if they use the 
po?/er of the Sheriff's Office to get them work, I will furnish you the 
names of pay-off gv^rs idio settled with Rabshaw on the slot machines and 
booze Joints in the counlgr. Natej^ihberger and Tony^itzpatrick are 
some of the pay-off giQrs"* 

It is also interesting to note that Dolores Delaney has advised 
that Alvin Karpis carried on his person a credentials card bearing his 
photograph, which card was issued by the Noonan Detective Agency. She 
stated that his reason for canying this was %o show it to police 
officers in the event he were ever stopped for questioning. Hocxian has 
deded any knowledge of the mannesvla ibich Karpis obtained this card. 

On Februaiy 24, 1936, lir. W. G^ iarper. Operative in Charge of 
the United States Secret Service jTreasuiyDepartment, Cleveland, Ohio, 
was interviewed by Special AgentW^/Kf/fff Ur. Harper stated that l 
Hebebrand, idio has never been knowi^o have welshed on a gambling debt, 
is said to be a gentleman gambler; that James "Shimny" Patton is entirely 
different, being a hard boiled and not afraid of anyone type; that when 
the Harvard Cliib was closed by the local authorltlea information is to 
the effect that the raid was so planned as to give Elliot^ Ness, recently 
appointed Safet7 Director of Cleveland, a political buil^p. 

As above noted, the allegation is made by Bernard J. Wolf, 
Lieutenant' of the Cleveland Police Department, that the refusal of Special 
Agents to work with the police nearly resulted In a gun battle between 
police and G-ilen. In this connection. Officer Wolf has reference to a 
raid conducted by Special Agents upon the home located at 7009 Franklin 
Boulevard, Cleveland, CXiio, lAilch was the former residence of Hany 
Campbell, Tou are informed that it was throu^ no effort on the part of 
the Cleveland Police Department that Special Agents learned the location 
of Campb ell. This information was obtained on Seoi^nber 10. 1934, when

that a raid was being conducted by Special Agents^so as to prevent angr 
xinfortunate incident such as shooting. Agent HHH^^s advised me that 
after the raid was under way, certsln'' per sons resiouig in that community 
who had observed the Agents go into the said house with shotguns and other 
items of firearm equipment, had notified the Cleveland Police Department. 
Vfllllll^ stated that a squad of police rushed out to that vicinity and in 
their search for the Campbell home, they went to a wrong address about two 
blocks from titoere the Agents were raiding; that they then found their 
mistake and came down to 7009 Franklin Boulevard, where fbrmer Agent 
advised them that a raid was being conducted by Special Agents. 

Therf was, therefore, as you will observe, absolutely no ground for 
the allegation that this Incident almost resulted in a shooting fracas 
between Agents and the Cleveland Police Department.

Special Agent ^^Hjj^ further advised me that it was his understanding 
that a few days prior to this time, former Special Agent in Charge William

cooperation with one another; that, ho?/ever, in coodjcblng this raid, Mr. 
Larson had refrained from notifying the Cleveland Poxice, for iriiich reason 
they were highly displeased end adopted somewhat of a hostile attitude from 
that time. It is submitted, however, that former Special Agoit in Charge 
Larson undoubtedly had good reason for refraining from calling in the 
assistance of the Cleveland Police in this matter.

Vihen Alvin Karpis and iJolores Uelaney first arrived in Cleveland, however, 
they occupied a residence at 13109 Flamingo Street. This prop^^y was ownad 
by the William J. Mitchell Real Estate organization, William jf Mitchell 
being the head of said organization. It is pointed out to you that William 
J, Mitchell is a very close associate of Artiiur f*. Hebebrand and James 
"Shimmy" Patton and is alleged toTia^re an interest in the Harvard Club, 
of Cleveland, Ohio, which is owned and operated by Hebebrand ,and Patton. 
Karpis and Dolores Delaney then moved to 3973 '</est HOth Street, v»here tlx 
property was rented from the A. W. Hebebrand Organization, Inc., of 971 
Dennison Avenue, Cleveland, Ohio, This property was rented by Karpis on 
July 6, 1934. The property l£cate^atA419 West 171st Street, which was 
occupied by Fred Barker andl^HBHHK rented In ihe name of John 
E. Matter son. This property was likewise 'rented from the Valliam J. 
Mitchell Real Estate organization. It is shown, however, that the 
residence .occupied by Harry Campbell at 7009 Franklin Boulevard was not 
rented from either the Hebebrand or Mitchell interests. 

At about 11:00 A. M. on May 11 , 1936, I telephonically com- 
municated vdth Special Agentf^||[|U||BB ^^'^'^ Cleveland Office, to as- 
certain further details vdth regard to Lie\jtenarit\7fglf . He stated that 
the ClcveLund Office knoivs very little concerning .jWif, but informed 
that Wolf has a reputation for making good arrests. He is likewise re- 
ported to be an excellent politician and also gets along well with the 
"hoodlums". It is reported that Wol?" adopts the policy that one cannot 
make cases by going to Sunday School and, therefore, he uses tiii s exp^n^xon 
for his rather con tinued association with "hoodlum" c haracte rs, ^//f/^f 
stated thalMHHWCthleJj'Flblf has made some good cases. ^Hfl^ further stated 
that it is nob his impression that Lieu^&ant ViolT was with the officers 
who made inquiry at 7009 Franklin Boulevard y/here Advents were making a 
raid on the residence previously occupied by Harry Campbell. 
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liith reference to the situation existing in Cleveland, Ohio, 

numeroua newspaper clippin^js have been forwarded to the Bureau b/ the 
Clevelana office and interestiag excerpts therefrom will be quoted here- 
in. 

Reference has already been made to the raid on the Harvard Club 
oy Prosecuting Attorney Cuiiitan, It is to be noted that the Harvard 
Ciub which was raided was not actually located within the confines of 
Cleveland but was really located in tiewburg Heights, which is a municipal 
corooration adjacent to Cleveland. 

Xhe Cleveland newspapers have given a great deal of ioublicity 
to the raid and to the fact that Sheriff John Yi. Sulzraann refused to 
come to the aid oi County Prosecutor Frank T.^ullilan, '.vhen Gullitan 
found it impossible ta gain entrance into the Harvard Club. A news 
item appearing in th^Wleveland Plain Dealer, /dated January 11, 1936 
is quoted as follows: 

y "For nearly six hours last ni<-;ht opera tore of tbc 
Xiiaryard Club held County Prosecutor Frank T. Cuiiitan, 
his staff and twenty special constables at bay after 
they appeared at the exptinslve gambling resort in New- 
burg Heights to raid it simultaneously with a surprise 
attack on the Thomas Club in Maple Heights, v<bich yield- 
ed without resistance. 

From sunset until nearly 11 last night the prosecutor 
and his force of men were repulsed by tlireats from the 

"operators of the Harvard Club to 'mow down' the con- 
stables with machine guns if they tried to batter in the 
doors. 

The Harvard Club was stormed only after Safety Director 
iiliot Ness, acting, he said, 'as a private citizen,' took 
several police squads to the prosecutor's aid. 

Cuiiitan pleaded in vain for help from the city police 
department and from Sulzmann, the county's chief law en- 
forcement officer." 

Entrance liaving been finally gained after a six hour atir^e, xu- 
prosecutor snd his deputies found that all of the gambling equipment had 
been removed by the aid of trucks. The paper goes on to state tliat after 
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entrance had been gained "Hebebrand and his aids walked into the money- 
counting room of the club on the pretext of getting their hats and coats, 
ana escaped by climbing through a small window near the roof of the resort, 
aivJ. dropping tea feet to the ground outside." 

The paper continues - 

"A few minutes later Sheriff Sulzmann, ill in bed at 
hio home, sent vtord to CullitcUi, the prosecutor said, 
that he vjould not send aid or protection unless It was 
requested by Mayor Jerxy Sticlia of i'>iewburg Heijihts, 'in 
accordaiice vdth my home rule policy.' Cullitan ht.d 
previously tried time after time to reach Sticha at his 
home, but was told he was not there." 

f 

The paper gives the following details concerning the raid: 

"Patton (James "Sliimray" Patton vvho is well known to this 
Bureau) , cursing profusely, rushed toward Cullitan, Cullitan 
tried to accomplish his task peacefully. 

'Anyone that goes in there,'. Patton cried, 'gets their 

^head knocked off. You've got your h ome at stake and we 

got our property at stake . ' 

'I»ve tried every decent way 1 could ' Cullitan began. 

'No, you haven't,' Patton broke in, 

'This is my job to close this place,' Cullitan said, 
• * 'VThy don't you quit your job?' Patton shot back." 

The Cleveland News, dated January 11, 1936 stated as follows: 

"..ir. Cullitan also had 'nothing to say' '.vhen asked if he 
would take any action against village officials who allowed 
gambling joints to operate so openly in violation of law," 

The Cleveland Plain Dealer, dated January Li, 1936 quotes Eliot 
Ness, Safety Director, as follows: 

"'I did not know Sheriff Sulzmann excepting tlirough the 
nev/spapers, ' Ness said. 'I haven't met him yet, but I 
consider I know him thoroughly since his refusal to send 
deputies to the aid of County Prosecutor Cullitan.' 

•When John Flynn, my assistant director, went to County 
Jail he found six deputies just sitting — perhjips waiting 
for the millennium. He got no satisfaction from Jailer 
Murphy, Neither did I, V<e both pointed out Mr. Cullitan' s 
plight, and we both got the answer: 'The sheriff stands by 
his home rule policy — he must have a request from the 
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mayor of inewburg Heights*. 

•It Can't Happen Here', the title of one of our 
best Kellers, would be true locally if applied to the 
sheriff rescuing; the prosecutinfi attorney, hence the 
recent raias became news here, although they would not have 
been nev<s in many cities. 

'I want to say seriously to you and to all of the bet- 
ter element, tiiat we must have the public vidth us. That 
means ^ood citizens must not neglect their full duty,'" 

The above quotation was taicen from a speech given by J^liot Necs 
at the Cleveland Athletic Club before the Odovene Club, composed of Ohio 
fiesleyan University alumni. 

That the raid conducted l?y Frank I. Cullltan is alleged to have 
its political aspects is shown in a news item appearing in the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer dated January 29, 19^ which is quoted as follows: 

"County Prosecutor Franit T, Cullitan's recent raid on 
the Harvard and Thomas Clubs was described last night as a 
plot 'cooked up' by an assistemt county prosecutor to 
embarrass Sheriff John M. Sulzmann's campaign for Congress 
in the Twentieth District and to benefit Congressman Uartin 
L. Sweeney." 

The news item goes on to state: 

"The /«ard leaders voted to indorse Sulzmann for Congress 
and to call a meeting next v;eek of the 277 precinct com- 
mitteemen in the district to submit Sulzmann's candidacy to 
them." 



For your information Sulzmann was defeated in the primaries. 

iNews items appearing in the Cleveland newspapers are very laua- 
atory of the appointment and conduct of Eliot Ness as Public Safety 
Director of Cleveland. He was particularly praised for his action in 
assisting County Prosecutor Cullltan, "as a private citizen" during the 
raid on the Harvard Club. News items have also stated that numerous 
raids are being conducted by police squads in an effort to clean up 
gambling conditions in Cleveland. 

The Cleveland Wews dated January 11, 1936, refers to fless as 

follows: 
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"It was Mr. Wess who, when Sheriff Sulzmaiiii, from 
his sickbed, refused to send aid to Cullit.ia, took the 
bull by the horns cuid led 33 Cleveland police officers 
and jaeu to the Hai^vard club to protect Cullitan from 
possible violence." 

Referring to Cullitan the sa'iie paper states: 

"The prosecutor, his job of closing the tv.o notorious 
i^aming resorts done, offered no criticism eitlier of 
Sheriff Suianann's refusal to help, or of the lethargy 
of wewburg Hei-hts and Maple Heights officials in fail- 
ing to close the clubs." 

It is indicated that as a result of tJie raid on the Harvard 
Club, those for whom city police are searching are James "Shimmy" Patton 
Arthur Hebebraiid and Ban 'r,^allagiier., owners of the Harvard Club in 
Newburg Heights, and Sam "Gameboy'^^Miller and Ale^^iller of the Thomas 
Club in Maple Heights. 

Referring to ELiot Ness' move to clean up conditions in Cleve- 
land, the Cleveland Wews dated January 9, 1936 is quoted as follows: 

"On orders from Safety Director Ness a meeting of 
policy operators was called by Deputy Inspector Frank 
W.,^tory at the E. 35th st. - Longwood ct. police station 
Tuesday nij^ht. 

'Fold up of your own accord or v/e will fold you up,' 
Inspector Story told them. 

Along lower c:covill ave., once the most open vice 
district in the city, officers are visiting houses and 
oi-dering all transient girls to move out of the city. 
Only those who can prove their legitimate homes are in 
the houses are being permitted to remain. 

Bookmakers still exist, doing a curb or telephone 
business, but the gambling resorts have disappeared. 
Gamblers v<ho prospered in Cleveland last year are re- 
ported to have eitiier left town or to be making plans to 
head for other cities where the law enforcement is more ^ 
casual. 

The order has gone out for the cleanup. 
The police department knows Director Ness means 
business." 
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In praiee of the v.'ork oi' Safety Director 'ness the Cleveland 
News of Januaiy 11, 1956 carries an editorial containing the follow- 
ing: 

"V^hile we're cheering, let's fill the air vdth 
tiiree long hurrahs and nine sharp rahs for i^liot 
iJess." 

Criticism has been launched against Sherif j" Sulainann for his 
refusal to aid Prosecutor Cullitan in raiding the Harvard Club, The 
Glcvelsnd Plain Dealer for January 12, 1936 carries an editorial en- 
titled "Three wlen", the closing portion of v.hich is as follows: 

"The community appraises '^li:/nonn as an officer 
who, chosen by the electorate to enforce the law, 
proves himself in the emergency to l^e faithless to 
his duty and his oath. It is no new appraisal for 
the sheriff of Cuyahoga*-"-.-. 

It appears tliat He be brand and Patton during September 1935 
v<ere arrested on the charge of being gaaibling operators. In line with 
tlie criticisa: directed against Sheriff Sulzmann the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer for September 10, 1935 is quoted as follows: 

"Arthur Hebebrand, Dan Gallagher and James 
(Shimmy) Patton of the Harvard Club were placed 
in which was formerly the women's psychopathic ward. 
' Bam' (Game Boy) Miller and his brothers, Dave and 
Alky, of the Thomas Club, v/ere confined in the jail 
hObpital ward. 

Sheriff Jolin M. Sulzmann explained that there was 
a very simple reason for selection of these quarters 
in his 'humanized' jail. 

'I adhere religiously to the advocacy of segregation, 
keeping the hardened criminals segregated from the 
first offenders,' he said." 

It appears that three of the six defendants had challenged the 
right of the county grand jury during December 1935 to force them to 
answer questions "which might tend to incriminate" them and they carriea 
their contempt of court convictions to the State Supreme Court before 
Viinning their fight. It appears, however, that on September 9, 1935 * 
several defendants pleaded guilty to the charge of unlawfully keeping 
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a room for gambling purposes and tliat on that date Judiie Corlett im- 
posed $500 fines and thirty day jail sentences against Ssun .Miller, 
Arthur Hebebrtaid aitd Dan tiallagherj that against Patton and Dave and 
Alky Miller he meted out $100 fines and ten day jail sentences. 

News items appearing in the Cleveland Plain Dealer carry 
certain criticism of the manner in which officers are trained for the 
Cleveland Police Departaent. A considerable amount of space has been 
j^lven to the need for police training which would be comparable to 
thnt given by the Bureau to new Special Agents. Indicative of the 
xuct that the Cleveland Police Departiiient h&s been beset wilii cert, in 
evils is the fact tlmt the Cleveland Plain Dealer of January" 11, 1936 
vove space to a news item entitled "WiiSS PiiiLPARt,5 '10 ClinE POLICE 
LVILS'!, The nevrs item goes on to elaborate upon Ness' program, wliich 
is to be accom:plished by the following: 

t 

"1 — Immediate establishment of a police training 

school. 

2— Much more rigid req uirements than are now in ef- 
fect for admittance to civil service examinations 
given to candidates for appointment as patrolmen. 

3 — Seai'ching character investigations and the finger- 
printing of men in line for appointment to the 
force. 

4. — Different requirements for admission to and promotion 
in various branches of the police service. 

5 — Testing of a candidate's temperamental, as well as 
mental and physical, fitness to become a policeman. 

6 — '-eeding out of cadet patrolmen v/ho have not demon- 
strated proficiency in police work during a two- 
year probationary period, 

7 — Adoption of measures to improve the morale of the 
present police force," 

Reference has already been made to the statement made by Lt, 
Bernard J. Wolf of the Cleveland Police Department with respect to the 
failure of Agents to cooperate with CleveleJid police officers, A nev/s 
item appearing in the Clevelajid News of May 8, 1936 is quoted as followi 

"City Sues to Reduce Wolf's Police Rank 

Bernard Wolf's right to his raxxking as a lieuten- 
ant in the Cleveland police department today v;as to be 
contested in common pleas court at the hearing of a 
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taxpayer's suit brought by Law iJirector Alfred Glum. 

The city contends lYolf s promotion by former 
Safety Director Lavelle Nov, 9, 1935, was illegal 
because he did riot tnke a civil service examination 
and thei-e was no eligibility list. His reduction to 
tlie rank of sergeant is asked, with a salary cut from 
$2,746 to $2,613 a year." 

Harold H^Burton Y;as recently elected Mayor of Cleveland, Ohio. 
TliC tJleveland iievs dated October 26, 1935 gives a resume of the activities 
of Mr. Burton and cites the fact that he is credited with an impressive 
record for public service. 

The Cleveland News dated October 29, 1935 is quoted as follows: 

f 

"Mr. Burton promised there will be no politics in 
the police department wfiih 'he Is Cleveland' s chief 
executive." 

Burton is quoted as follows: 

"lour choice is between the renewsuL of an aaministra- 
tion which came into office on the promise of law enforce- 
ment and under which a grand jury found that law enforce- 
ment mas interfered T/ith by politics. 

. It is absolutely necessary that there be no politics, 
political pressure or political groups having conLrol over 
any individual in the police department. Every man iu the 
police department will know before election that so far 
as I am concerned, poll Lies lias no place in the police 
department. " 

After Burton had been elected Mayor of Cleveland by the (-greatest 
majority ever accorded a candidate for that position, on May 5, 1936 the 
Cleveland Plain Dealer gave space to the following: 

"BMUi, BURXOil ATIEiiPTS TO USE JOB YihlP." 

The said paper than states: 

s 

"An attempt by Mayor Harold H, Burton to whip Republican 
councilmen into support of his stand on the appropriation 
ordinance by withdrawing their patronage was revealed yes- 
terday at a hearing before the Civil Sei'vice Commission. 
Councilman ^'homas F,7!j<iic^afferty testified that he and 
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Councilman Thomas J. Gunning, who voted with the Demo- 
crats in support of the Art amendment to the appropria- 
tion ordinance, had lost their patronage two days after 
the^ had voted. 

'When I went to the mayor,' he said: 'You've got to 
expect that if you don't go along with the administration,' 
McCafferty said. 

The mayor admitted last uight that supporters of both 
men had been dropped, but said that the droppini, v«as a 
'mistaken policy' LXid that most employes had been restored 
bo the pay rolls, except for several found unfit for jooe," 

The Cleveland newspapers have given considerable publicity to 
the recent investigation involving Captain Louis J. Cadek, "the cop who 
made $109,000". The Cleveland Plain Dealer dated April I4, 1936 is quoted 
as follows: t 

"The records tell bruBquely of 23 transfers in 30 
years; of one suspension and an acquittal j of another 
suspension, dismissal and reinstatement, but nothing of how 
a cop could make |109,000." 

The same paper shov/s that over a period of thirty years service 
the total salary received by Officer Cadek v/as lif67,966 biit that investi- 
gation disclosed that he had $109,000 on deposit. Cadek has been relieved 
of duty and has been indicted. According to the Clevelajid Plain Dealer of 
AprU U, 19^6i. 

"Nine witnesses — all admitted former bootleggers, accord- 
ing to the county prosecutor's office — vrcre called before the 
county grand jury yesterday in an investigation of the 
$109,000 in savings accumulated by Police Captain Louis J. 
Cadek on a total salary of $67,966 received from the city 
since his appointment as a patrolman nearly 30 years ago. 

One witaiess said he had testified before the §rand jury 
that he liad paid Cadek $2,000 in several payments. Other 
witnesses said they had told the grand jurors they had paid 
various amounts to collectors who were understood to be 
gathering tlie money for the police."
